Only the most skilled 
experts can distinguish it, and then be-

cate. It is charged that the counter- 
feits have been printed on a plate 
which has been electrotyped from one 
of the genuine plates in the Treasury 
Printing Burean which has been con- 
venicntly borrowed for the purpose. 
About five hundred of these counter- 
feit certificates are in circulation. Those 
engaged in worki the case say 
that some of the o cials in the Treas- 
ury are connected with the counter- 
feiters. It happens, however, that the 
character of the parties who make the 
charge is not as good as those charged, 
and what would ordinarily create the 
biggest kind of a sensation has, up to 
this time, failed to do so. 


THE NAVY.

LAPSED RAILROAD LAND GRANTS. 
The House Judiciary Committee has 
had before it nearly all winter the 
subject of the lapsed railroad land 
grants. The Texas Pacific and the 
Northern Pacific railroad grants have 


The 
sub-committee has devided upon a 
general re ne the subject, which 
will probably satisfy the stockholders 
of the Pacific roads. The report 
states in effect that these grants have 
lapsed, but that the enforcement of 
penalties lies with the Courts and not 
with Congress.

The Gov- 
ernment intends to revive the alien 
act. Secret societies will be dealt 
with summarily, and membershi 
thereof will constitute an offense, an 
by this act cases of aggravated assault 
will be treated in a summary manner. 
Power 1s given to repress intimidation 
and unlawful meetings, the latter to 
be dealt with summurily. Newspapers 
containing seditious and inflammatory 
matter will be suppressed, and the 
proprietors required to enter into re- 
cognizance not to repeat the offense. 
Outrages are to be dealt with sum- 
marily by the courts. The Govern- 
ment reserves for consideration any 
further alteration of the jury system. 
The operation’of the bill is limited to 
three years. The Secretary said the 
bill placed almost unlimited authority 
in the hands of the Lord-Lieutenant, 
and concluded by stating that the mea- 
sure will probably be followed by one 
dealing with arrears of rents. North- 
cote said that the opposition would 
give the Government all the assistance 
in their power, but would hold them 
responsible for the way in which they 
discharged their duty.

AN OMNIBUS BILL. 


Congress has passed a bill which 
sweeps out of the way of future Con- 
gresses a mass of claims—an omni- 
bus“ bill for the payment of small war 
claims. In the measure 1,359 persons 
are named as the beneficiaries, together 
with the amount that shall be paid 
each. The aggregate amount of the 
bill is $291,148, and the claims aver- 
age about $214, some being as low as 
$10, and a few running up to $1,000. 
These claims were for stores and sup- 
plies taken during the rebellion, most- 
ly from farmers, for the use of the 
Union army, and they have been be- 

fore Congress for years. The act un- 
der which they are now finally to be 
paid was passed in 1864, and provided 
that, after proper examination and af- 
ter being audited by the Treasury, 
claims of this character from loyal 
citizens should be paid. There is 
thought to be no question of the Pres- 
ident's approval of the bill. Claims 
of this sort, when fairly proved, are 
perfectly just, and should be paid. 
But let Congress “look a leedle oudt” 
for Confederate claims pure and sim- 
ple—and their name is Legion—for, 
though it is true there is a Constitu- 
tional amendment forbidding their 
payment, there are countless ways of 
flaggellating his Satanic Majesty in 
the environments of the decayed and 
dissevered trunk of the majestic mon- 
arch of the forest. 


A PORTRAIT OF GUITEAU. 

Gail Hamilton thus paints the por- 
trait of the murderer of President 
Garfield: “A liar from the beginning, 
a monster of intelligence and iniquity, 
sprang from the dregs of an ancestral 


blood whose revolutionary force and 
religious fervor had left this horrible 


sediment of malignity and murder, his 


hand slaughtered a lofty life and re- 
versed a national movement.

WILMINGTON HARBOR. 


The Los Angeles rs ure specu- 
lating upon fate of the 
ppropriation bill for the improvement 
of Vilmington harbor. The amount 
approp riated is $75,000. It is said 
at this sum will make the harbor ac- 
cessible at nearly all times to the coast 
steamers, which d:aw from ten to six- 
teen feet of water. Private letters to 
citizens of Los Angeles say the bill is 
not likely to pass at this session, ow- 
ing to the number of bills of a similar 
character now before Congress.—San 
Diego Union. 
The Union is a little off its base. The 
House, Committee has recommended 
an appropriation of $75,000 for Wil- 
mington harbor and it will undoubt- 
edly pass. The bill which is in doybt 
is that creating Wilmington a sort of 
entry. This bill may net be reached 
before the adjournment of Congress, 
but the immense business being traus- 
acted at this port, renders the passage 
of the bill certain as soon as it can be 
reached:
